The reply filed on July 27, 2006, is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omissions or matters: 

The amendments to the claims fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.121(c)(2). In claim 4, line 
1, "made of should be indicated as being deleted. In claim 58, lines 4-5, "appendages 
extending" and "for attaching the disc to sides of target vertebrae" should be underlined. In 
claim 61, lines 2-3, "100 kiloPascals" should be underlined. In claim 62, lines 2 and 3, "about", 
both occurrences, should be indicated as being deleted. In claim 63, line 3, "wherein the" should 
not be underlined. The reply also fails to explicitly indicate (particularly in view of the extensive 
revisions) the claims that are readable on the elected species, as required in the Office action of 
January 25, 2006, at page 2, lines 9-11.
